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Parents petition 
to keep children 
at Upland High

Although they won't officially be 
discussed until Feb. 2, proposed 
boundary changes in the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District 
were on the minds of both parents 
and trustees at Monday's board 
meeting. 

Parents living in the area of Up- 
land bounded on the north by 18th 
Street, on the south by 16th Street, 
on the west by Benson Avenue and 
on the east by Mountain Avenue pre- 
sented board members with a peti- 
tion asking that their children be 
allowed to remain within the Upland 
High School attendance boundary. 

A proposal contained within the 
boundary study recommends that 
the students attend Montclair High 
School to the south. 

Last week Superintendent Mike 
Dirksen recommended that the stu- 
dents be allowed to remain at Up- 


land, but after considering the 
proposal again, the attendance 
boundary committee decided to 


stick with its original decision. 

Committee chairman Dennis 
Clappier said the committee met ag- 
ain at the request of the board and 
voted 13 to 0 (with two abstentions) 
to reaffirm its recommendation that 
the students within that area of Up- 
land attend Montclair High. 

Prior to Clappier’s recommen- 
dation, Upland resident Ed Lord 
presented the board with a petition 
signed by 350 residents within the af- 
fected area. The petition asked that 


the students be allowed to stay at 
Upland High. 

Lord said residents decided to cir- 
culate a petition following a neigh- 
borhood meeting last Tuesday. A 
house-to-house count of students 
was conducted and Lord said only 36 
students would be affected by the 
move. 

“What we're trying to say is why 
should we be singled out?’’ Lord 
said outside the meeting. ‘‘We 
bought homes in Upland for the pur- 
pose of having our children go to Up- 
land schools.”’ 

Lord said residents did not want 
to take the chance of losing their 
battle by not continuing to let their 
views be known to the board and 
consequently several parents at- 
tended Monday's meeting. 


Board president Charles Uhalley 
said he planned to hold a full hearing 
of the issue in Hill Auditorium (on 
the Chaffey High School campus) on 
Feb. 2. No pubiic testimony was 
taken at Monday's meeting. 


The new boundaries were pro- 
posed by the special committee dur- 
ing a Dec. 15 board meeting. New 
boundaries were designed, the com- 
mittee said, to adjust attendance 
patterns to shifting population and 
the probablity that a new high 
school will open in Etiwanda some- 


time within the next three to four 
years 


Under the plan, the new bounda- 
ries would go into effect this fall

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Massive Upland 
complex given 
final OK by city

A final hurdle was cleared Mon- 
day for the $75 million Upland Hills 
Country Club as the City Council ap- 
proved the last steps necessary to 
begin construction. 

The 237-acre project will be on 
both sides of 16th Street, east of 
Campus Avenue, Plans are for up to 
575 condominiums to line an 18-hole 
golf course, with other amenities in- 
cluding a shopping center, hotel, 
restaurant and recreational 
facilities including tennis courts and 
up to 20 swimming pools. 

The project was developed by 
Matreyek Homes of Upland. Bill 
Matreyek told the council he has 
conducted a market survey of 
Orange County, the San Gabriel 
Valley and the local area over the 
past six weeks, and found more than 
200 prospective customers. 

‘About 85 percent of those people 
are local,’’ he said. ‘‘I would say the 
project is being accepted very 
well,” 

Councilman Frank Carpenter 
said, “I have watched this project 
almost from its inception, and I 
can't say how pleased I am to see it 
reach this point.” 

The Matreyek development has 
received enthusiastic support from 
the council and city planning com- 
missioners as a well-developed pro- 
ject 

Plans include a wastewater treat- 
ment plant to handle sewage needs 
for the community, taking a heavy 
load off of city facilities. Recycled

water will help irrigate the golf 
course. 

Matreyek said construction may 
begin as early as late February. 

In other business, the council: 

— Awarded a contract to H&A 
Construction Corp. of Lakeside for a 
methane gas migration control and 
monitoring sytem at the Upland 
Sanitary Landfill off Campus 
Avenue. 

City Manager Lee Travers said a 
description of the project was sent 
to 67 prospective bidders, of which 
six responded. The job was awarded 
for roughly $270,000. low bid of the 
lot. Of the six bids submitted, the 
highest was $710,000. 

Methane is dangerous only in high 
concentrations, and plans are to dis- 
perse the gas into the atmosphere. 
Councilwoman Ina Petokas pointed 
out the dump does not produce 
enough methane to make it 
economically feasible to collect for 
resale, although city staff would 
continue investigating the 
possibilities. 

— Appropriated an amount not to 
exceed $2,000 for mailing a brochure 
to Upland homeowners on rat con- 
trol.

The 
rodents have made new homes in 
the ivy and lushly landscaped yards 
of Upland where they use power 
lines as access to new areas

Realtor shares life story

He’s been called Santa Claus, the 
ice cream maker, farmer and 
chicken plucker. 

To those who have worked with 
him for the past 38 years, he is Mr. 
Real Estate. 

His name is Francis Field Jensen 
... a dapper gentleman who has con- 
tributed a great deal to the West 
End community since he settled in 






Ontario in the 1930s. 

If he were asked about the 
proudest accomplishment of his 86 
years, Jensen would probably point 
‘to the wall in his Ontario office. 

There hangs behind glass the front 
page of the Manawa News (of 
Manawa, Wis.) dated June 12, 1913. 
The featured stories are the valedic- 
tory address and graduation thesis, 
‘Reclamation of the Sahara,” 
written by Francis F. Jensen. 

d ‘“My stepmother, Fanny, was the 

spark plug behind me,” Jensen said. 

“‘She’d read to me and suggested I 

5 do the thesis on the Sahara Desert ... 
and most of what I wrote is relevant 
to this day.” 

On Jensen’s walls are numerous 
awards and citations relating to his 
real estate career, with just as 
many tucked away. When he turned 
85, his colleagues of the West San 
Bernardino County Board of 
Realtors presented him with a huge 
scrapbook filled with letters and pic- 
tures which capture his years in the 
field. 

The plaques Jensen treasures the 
most are on the outside of two doors. 
On his office door the plaque reads 
‘* for outstanding performance as 
a grandpa,”’ from his grandson, Jeff 
Jensen. The other plaque is on the 
realty board’s library stating that 
the room was dedicated to Jensen on 
Nov. 20, 1968. 

Jensen’s path to Ontario wasn’t an 
easy one. Bornon May 30, 1894, on 
a farm in Ogdenburg, Wis. His 
mother died in 1900, and ‘‘I ran the 
streets for two years,” Jensen said. 
After his father married Fanny, the

young boy straightened up. ‘‘She 
was the finest woman I ever knew,”’ 
he said. The senior Jensen was away 
on his logging business a great deal 
of the time, so the stepmother rais- 
ed young Francis and his older two 
brothers and two sisters. 

The family had settled in 
Manawa, and after Francis 
graduated from the town’s high 
school, he enrolled at the University 
of Wisconsin. He wanted to be an

engineer, but Jensen said. ‘My 
father told me to change to 
agriculture because, ‘Someone has 
to look after farms’.” 

At the university, Francis met 
Hester on a blind date. ‘‘She had the 
most beautiful red hair you ever 
saw,’ he said as his eyes became 
misty. 

Hester and Francis married in 
1917. 

World War I was going full tilt, 
and Jensen previously signed a peti- 
tion to do food surveys for the 
government throughout Wisconsin. 
“‘T went to Great Lakes Naval Train- 
ing Station and tried to enlist, but 
the commandant said, ‘You signed 
up for a duty, so why don’t you per- 
form .it?’? With that I went home 
(now a farm in Fox River area of 
Wisconsin) and worked 14 to 16 
hours a day between the farm and 
the surveying,’ Jensen said. 

After the war, Jensen knew far- 
ming wasn’t his career, so he went 
into the milking machine business. 
They lived in Chicago. The windy 
city wasn’t to their liking, especially 
with race riots in the neighborhood, 
so Francis and Hester packed up 
and went to Los Angeles. Jobs were 
scarce, but Jensen proved himself a 
willing worker on a poultry farm. 
He cleaned the coops and plucked 
the chickens for two years. 

Jensen said he then ran across a 
fellow he’d known at the University 
of Wisconsin who ran the leading 
dairy in Los Angeles. He put Jensen 
to work in the store, then two years 
later, sent him to Ontario to design a 
creamery plant and cover two

“The hoof and mouth disease hit,’’ 
Jensen said, ‘‘so we couldn’t deliver 
milk, but Ira Benson needed 
someone to make ice cream. I work- 
ed two weeks learning all the 
secrets.’’ He also designed the On- 
tario Creamery on A Street, now 
Holt Boulevard. Jensen moved from 
his ice cream making to being 
manager of the creamery for 14 
years. 

Jensen was offered the job as 
general sales manager in the 
United States and Canada for the 
Green Spot Co., an Ontario soda pop 
maker, and took it. By now, Hester 
and Francis had two sons, Frank 
and Bob, and a daughter, Betty. The 
new job had more security for rais- 
ing a growing family. 

Jensen said he liked the work and 
traveled all over the United States 
and Canada. But World War II drew 
all the employees into the service. 
Jensen again needed work. He 
decided to take a fling at real estate. 
In 1943, he opened an office in 
Ontario. 

Tragedy struck the Jensens when 
Frank was killed in a bombing mis- 
sion over Japan in 1945. It took until 
August, 1979, for the Jensen family 
to be presented with Frank’s medals 

. the Distinguished Flying Cross 
with a bronze oak cluster, Air Medal 
with four bronze oak clusters, a Pur- 
ple Heart, American Campaign 
Medal and the Asiatic-Pacific Cam- 
paign Medal. 

The medals were secured through 
the efforts of Jim Lloyd, then 
District 35 representative. 

Jensen has the medals, cer- 
tificates, Frank’s photograph and 
the newspaper story about the 
medal presentation framed. When 
he looks up from his desk, he gazes 
directly to the wall where they hang. 

It was 10 years later, Francis 
Jensen’s Hester died. 
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passed, Jensen has been a busy man 
with the West San Bernardino Coun- 
ty Board of Realtors (then known as 
the Ontario-Upland-Chino board). 
He has been president and worked 
on numerous committees. He has 
been a director of the California 
Association of Realtors and since 
1949 and was: made an honorary 
member for life in March of 1979. 

In the community, Francis Jensen 
has been on the Salvation Army 
board for 24 42 years, an Elks Lodge 
member for 45 years, an active 
Mason since 1917, member of the 
Scottish Rites and Al Malaikah. 

For eight years, Jensen donned a 
Santa Claus suit he had specially 
made so he could visit children at 
Pacific State Hospital.

Four members of the 
state Transportation Com- 
mission are expected to vis- 
it the Chino Hills later this 
month to get an on-the-spot 
view of how the widening of 
the Corona Expressway 
would aid the area. 

The tour by air is being 
arranged by San Bernardino 
County Supervisor Robert 
0. Townsend of Chino, a 
strong advocate of the pro- 
ject. 

The supervisor said he 
will explain the planned 
community of 100,000 resi- 
dents the county is design- 


ing for the Chino Hills and } 


also concentrate on the 
need for the Corona Ex- 
pressway to become an ar- 
tery between the Pomona 
and Riverside freeways. 

‘We had originally asked 
the state to widen the ex- 
pressway to four lanes,’’ he 
explained. ‘But with the 
impending growth of the 
Chino Hills we feel we now 
need a full six-lane free- 
way.” 

Leading the state delega- 
tion will be Dean Mayers, 
commission chairman. 

The supervisor said he is 
optimistic about the tour. 
He sees it as a way of coun- 
teracting the reluctance of 
Adriana Gianturco, director 
of the state Transportation 
Department, to spend any 
money on the expressway 
and also the effects of a 
nearly complete report by 
Wilbur Smith and Associ- 
ates which is ‘‘not very fa- 
vorable’’ to the needs of the 
community. 

“It has taken me 1% 
years to get commission 
members down here,”’ said 
Townsend. ‘‘I think they'll

‘an eye-opener.”’ 

Townsend said one of his 
main interests is the im- 
provement of the express- 
way at its intersection with 
the Pomona Freeway just 
east of Garey Avenue. 

“That intersection has 
turned out to be a confusing 
mess,’ he declared. ‘‘It’s a 


bottleneck that forces mo- 
torists to form long lines 
during the traffic hours, 
even now before the Chino 
" plan becomes a reali- 
y. 

The supervisor said he 
will ask the commission 
members to place improve- 
ment of that intersection on 
its top-priority list. 


Planners of the Chino 
Hills project stressed that 
widening of the expressway 
is a crucial part of their 
traffic flow. Unless a 
freeway is established 
there, two alternate 
highways will have to be 
built to handle the traffic 
generated by new residents, 
the plans show.

At Pomona College 





College president made 


head office move easily

When selected as the Pomona College president in 
1941, E. Wilson Lyon had no formal or educational train- 
ing in administration. 

That lack of experience didn’t prove to be a problem, 
however. Lyon relied on his knowledge of history to 
make the adjustment of going from the classroom to the 
presidency an easy one. 

“| didn’t find any difficulty in making the adjustment 
from being a teacher to becoming an administrator. In 
fact, I found it easy to adjust,’’ revealed the University 
of Mississippi graduate and former Rhodes Scholar. 

“I think history is good training for an administrator 
because history teaches you to take a long view and see 
things in perspective. I think it’s an unusually good sub- 
ject to teach a person to be an administrator in other 
fields as well as education.”’ 

Lyon, whose presidency lasted until 1969 when he re- 
tired, has long had an interest in history. He fell in love 
with the subject as a student at Jones County Agricultu- 
ral High School in Ellisville, Miss. 

‘‘T had an excellent history teacher in high school,”* he 
said. ‘‘] also took a great deal of history at the University 
of Mississippi, but I didn’t major in it.” 

Lyon was instead involved in a classical program 
which included Latin, Greek and ‘‘more English and En- 
glish literature than anything else.’’ 

He said it was after he graduated from the University 
of Mississippi in 1925 and accepted a Rhodes Scholarship 
to study at St. John’s College, Oxford, England, that he 
began to concentrate on history and decided to become a 
historian 

‘Going to Oxford as a Rhodes Scholar was a wonderful 
experience because I had the opportunity there to devote 
my full time to the reading and studying of history,”’ said 
Lyon 

‘That wasn’t the only benefit he received while abroad 
During his last year at Oxford, he acquired “excellent 
experience in research’’ while studying in France and 
Spain for his thesis, “‘ Napoleon Bonaparte and the Sale of 
Louisiana to the United States.” 

After coming home in 1928, Lyon took a job as an assis- 
tant professor of history at Louisiana Polytechnic Insti- 
tute in Ruston, La. He remained there for one year. He 
moved in 1929 to Colgate University where he served in 
the same capacity until he became a full professor in 
1934 

Even though he had returned from abroad with three 
degrees, including a bachelor’s in modern history from 
Oxford, Lyon didn’t discontinue his studies. “While I was 
at Colgate I realized I needed a doctorate and secured 
that by going summers to the University of Chicago. 
That’s where I met Mrs. Lyon.” 

Lyon married the former Carolyn M. Bartel of Rich- 
mond. Ind.. in 1933 and remained at Colgate until 1941 
when he accepted his first administrative post. 

“I accepted the position at Pomona College because I 
Saw an opportunity to make a bigger contribution to high- 
er education,” said Lyon in explaining his reason for 
moving west.

After arriving at Pomona College, Lyon said he found 
the institution in excellent shape. ‘‘The college had an ex- 
cellent president and excellent students. It was a good 
place to come to and its prospects were extremely good. 

“T had one goal,”’ he said. ‘‘I wanted to do everything I 
could to make Pomona College as good as any other lib- 
eral arts college in the country. I felt there was no reason 
the college couldn't be the best of its kind.” 

Lyon believes the college was able to meet that goal. 
“Pomona College is todayregarded as having one of the 
finest student bodies in the country as far as academic 
accomplishment goes. 

“In addition, the college is one of the most selective 
colleges in admitting students. The college also has an 
excellent faculty. I think the students and faculty rank 
with that of the best liberal arts institutions in the United 
States.” 

After retiring as college president in 1969, Lyon re 
sumed research and writing in history, specializing in 
French history, Franco-American relations and the his- 
tory of higher education in the United States. 

“I’ve returned to being a historian,” noted Lyon. ‘I’ve 
written a book, ‘The History of Pomona College, 1887- 
1969.’ and have brought out new editions of two books I 
had written before.” 

In addition to updating his 1934 publication, ‘‘Louisiana 
in French Diplomacy, 1759-1804,’ and his 1942 book, ‘‘The 
Man Who Sold Louisiana, The Life of Francois Barbe 
Marbois,’’ Lyon took time to edit and write an introduc- 
tion for Barbe-Marbois’ ‘‘The History of Louisiana.” 

Lyon, a former editor of ‘‘The American Oxonian,”’ 
has also contributed essays and reviews to historical and 
collective journals and is chairman of the research and 
grants committee for the Haynes Foundation in Los Ang- 
eles. 

The former president and his wife are active in the 
Claremont United Church of Christ, Congregational. 

Looking back, Lyon said he has no second thoughts 
about his decision to become a teacher and later an ad- 
ministrator. ‘‘I have no regrets at all. I’ ve received plen- 
ty of gratitude and satisfaction from being a teacher and 
administrator.”’ 

Lyon said the chance to associate with young people 
and do something for them made the work gratifying and 
that he ‘‘really enjoyed working with the young people.”’

Even though Chaffey College 
appears to have escaped a projected 
deficit this year their financial 
worries are far from over. 

Classified employees had asked 
for an 11 percent raise for the 
current fiscal year, but the Board of 
Trustees responded by saying they 
are not able ‘‘to make a meaningful 


counter proposal,’’ according to Ray 
Turner. 
Turner, who represents the 


Chaffey chapter of California School 
Employees Association (CSEA), 
said at Thursday’s board meeting 
that the average classified 
employee makes $10,000 a year. 

‘There are some serious concerns 
as to whether the district is aware of 
the needs of the district staff,” 
Turner told the board. 

He said that once a non-teaching 
employee pays for rent and food, 
there is only an average of $50 left to 
pay for other expenses. 

He complained that ad- 
ministrative employees make far 
more and they get step increases in 
addition to cost-of-living raises that

General Dynamics vies for contract 


A decision on whether General 
Dynamics Pomona Division will win 
a big new Army contract to build 
tank-mounted air-defense gun 
systems in its Rancho Cucamonga 
plant is near. 

The Pomona Division is com- 
peting with Ford Aerospace and 
Communication Corp. Aeronutronic 
Division for an initial contract to 
produce 618 gun systems. Announce- 
ment of the decision is scheduled for 
Dec. 27. 

An area designed for production of 
the gun systems is included in the 
280,000-square-foot Rancho 
Cucamonga building which General 
Dynamics acquired ini i978. 

In recent testing at Ft. Bliss, Tex- 
as, the locally produced Division Air 
Defense (DIVAD) gun prototype 
destroyed a variety of targets, in- 
cluding subscale helicopter and 


fixed-wing aircraft, full-sized 
helicopters and jet aircraft. 

The locally produced system also 
destroyed a helicopter drone and 
shot down a subscale jet drone fly- 
ing at over 575 mph. 

Additionally, the system 
destroyed several ground targets, 
including armored personnel 
carriers. 

In war games, the Pomona 
system defended an armored 
cavalry troop in simulated firing 
against a series of jet and helicopter 
attack patterns. It operated in ex- 
cess of the Army’s 90 percent 
availability requirement. 

A key feature of the radar- 
controlled DIVAD units is a fire 
control system which simultaneous- 
ly measures target and bullet loca- 
tion and corrects the aim of the 
guns, 


The fire control system is derived 
from Phalanx, a shipboard gun 
system the Pomona Division 
produces for the Navy. 

The Army plans to provide 
DIVAD systems to its mechanized 
and armored divisions around the 
world in the early to middle 1980s. 

Operated by a three-man crew — 
a driver, a gunner and a squad 
leader — the General Dynamics 
system is equipped with two 35 mm 
cannons which fire 1,100 rounds per 
minute. 

Four DIVAD prototypes, two 
from General Dynamics and two 
from Ford Aerospace, underwent 
testing at Ft. Bliss. 

The contract decision will con- 
clude a ‘“‘hands off’’ competition in 
which contractors were given re- 
quirements and allowed to proceed 
with minimal government direction.

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Board denies most changes sought by CBMWD 


By DON GREEN 

Staff Writer 
In what a local official called a 
case of “unnecessary regulations,” 
the state Santa Ana Regional Water 
Quality Control Board denied most 
of the changes sought Friday in dis- 
charge requirements for two 

regional sewage plants. 

“We didn’t do very well,” said 
Theo Nowak, general manager of 
the Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District 

Nowak said he believes Chino 
Basin directors will appeal all of 
Friday's defeats to the state Water 
Resources Control Board. 


Meeting in Riverside, the regional 


board turned down several requests 
the district made in hopes of easing 
regulations and still meeting en- 
vironmental objectives of the com- 
prehensive basin plan. 

The board did approve greater dis- 
charge of wastewater from the On- 
tario and Chino treatment plants, 
which serve the entire West End. 

Nowak said that under the five- 
year permits flows were increased 
from 24.5 million gallons a day to 32 
mgd at the Ontario plant and from 5 
mgd to 10.5 mgd at the Chino plant. 

Those changes in the permits are 
intended to take care of expansion 
plans under way for both plants. 


tory when the board allowed Chino 
Basin to delay startup of ‘‘tertiary”’ 
treatment, a more comprehensive 
and costly level of treatment than 
now used, at the Ontario plant until 
May. 

That is when a similar level of 
treatment is scheduled at a River- 
side plant, which also discharges 
into the Santa Ana River. The Chino 
Basin district has been granted past 
waivers on the tertiary requirement 
and sought this one because it is the 
only district ready for the more 
sophisticated treatment of effluent 
discharged into the river. 

The district has been testing its 
tertiary operations at the Chino 


plant. Nowak said Jim Anderson, 


executive officer for the regional 


board, told him staffs of the two 
agencies could work together on 
when to start full-scale tertiary 
operations in Chino. 

Nowak said he did not foresee 
problems on the timing of the treat- 
ment requirement for the Chino 
plant. 

Three other district requests were 
rejected by the regional board. 

Nowak said he did not expect the 
board to approve elimination of the 
costly requirement to remove am- 
monia, since that requirement is 
part of the comprehensive basin 
plan adopted by the state. Ammonia 


is toxic to fish and the requirement 
stems from a state Fish and Game 


_ Department request 


Ammonia removal is being 
readied by district now, but district 
officials argue that current am- 
monia levels have not been proven 
harmful. The so-called 
“nitrification” will cost the district 
some $350,000 more in the first full 
year of energy bills, Nowak said. 


He added that the district wanted 
to be on record against the ammonia 
removal now that the state is begin- 
ning its revision of the basin plan. 

In a move that could cost Ontario 
more for water, the regional board 


give it more flexibility to take full 
advantage of surplus Colorado River 
water when supplies are plentiful. 


The program is offered: by the 
Metropolitan Water District of 
Southern California at cost savings, 
and in the Chino Basin, that water 
goes to Ontario. 


Because the river water is high.in 
salt content, the program causes the 
district to exceed its limits on dis- 
charge of total dissolved solids at 
the Ontario plant during the months 
of the program's operations.

‘Better go below and 
stow any loose objects in 
your cabin.” 

The words from .Jarnes 
Johnston, first mate aboard 
Delta Lines’ S.S. Santa 
Magdalena, carried no par- 
ticular alarm. He seemed 
merely conversational, just 
suggesting that a little light 
housekeeping might be 
order. 

I must have looked sur- 
prised. 

“Do you know something 
we don’t?’’ I asked. The sea 
was calm, the sky clear, the 
wind a mere pleasant 


hreeze 

“Well, you never know in 
this part of the world what’s 
going to happen next.’ He 
smiled affably and went on 
about his duties, checking 
to see that all the cargo on 
deck was securely lashed in 
place. 

We had come to know and 
like — and more important- 
ly, to respect — the crew of 
this adventurous cargo 
liner, so I headed for the 
comfortable quarters that 
had become home this last 
week and reluctantly 

\ gathered up the papers and 
books, the pens and per- 
fumes, and put them all 
in safe places. 

The lid went on the 
typewriter for the first 
time, and I stashed it under 
the bunk lest the keys get 
bent in a sudden shift. 

But the lure of the out- 
doors was too much. If 
something was going to 
happen, I wanted to see it. 

The passage through the 
straits had been calm. 
There are no swells in the 
straits and only one light 
rain squall had clouded the 
snowy mountaintops along 
the way. 

We had kept long vigil on 
the bridge, watching the in- 
finitely varied land around 
us, Sighting wildlife on the 
tiny islands, tracing steep 
ravines up the still - evolv- 
ing mountains, glorying to 
the sight of a crystalline 
waterfall leaping hundreds 
of feet through some of the 
wildest, least - explored 
land in the world. 

It is a rugged, barren, 
ferocious land, fierce in its 
efforts to get on with its 
evolution, presenting new 
challenges on each voyage 
to the Chilean pilots who 
guide ships through the 
narrow and twisting 
passages. 

‘‘Sometimes we chart 
new islands which seem to 
appear like mushrooms 
after the rain. Often there 
are great rocks that were 
not there on the last trip. It 
is constantly changing.” 

Capt. Raul Cancino, who 
has made more than a hun- 
dred trips in his career as 
special pilot, was pleased to 
talk with us when not on du- 
ty. 

He shared responsibility 
with another pilot, Capt. 
Raul Manriquez, on this 
particular trip. They have 
worked often with Capt. 
Kenneth Sommers of the 
Santa Magdalena, and it is 
good to watch the coordina- 
tion and the mutual respect 
that has developed over the 
years. 

‘‘We’ll be out of the 
straits shortly,’’ the duty of- 
ficer reported. He grinned a 
bit. ‘‘Might be a little more 
interesting then.”

The breeze freshened a 
little as we made the last 
tortuous turns and. entered 
the Pacific. 

Suddenly we understand 
why Jim Johnston had been 
so busy checking the huge 
containers lashed to the 
decks. The ship lurched 
forward like a drunken 
sailor on his first night 


‘ashore, the breeze gathered 


tremendous strength, and 
the temperature dropped 
several degrees — quickly. 

‘Looks like we’re in for 
it,’ Joe Coco, third mate 
offered. 

And what an understate- 
ment that turned out to be. 
For the next twe days — 
and nights — we hurled into 
the teeth of winds blowing a 
near - hurricane gale. 

Waves of 40 and 50 feet 
broke over the bow. The 
ship pitched into. the seas 
and rose up slowly, much as 
I had seen whales do off the 
Baja coast. 

The Santa Magdalena, 
which carries 4100 
passengers along with its 
precious cargo, is well - 
equipped with stabilizers, 
and out they went — and 
stayed. 

It was amazing to realize 
how little actual rolling we 
did in the face of such seas, 
but whether it was the 
skillful seamanship of the 
captain, or the efficiency of 
the stabilizers, or the 
ballast of the heavy cargo 
or a combination of all 
three, the ship kept her 
course with minimum dis- 
comfort to the passengers. 
There were only a few emp- 
ty chairs in the dining room 
that first night.

‘Punchbowl sit 
made by fault 


One of the best examples 
of earthquake fault activity 
that as produced 
fascinating scenery is the 
Devil’s Punchbowl County 
Park, site of the Gas - Saver 
Get - Away selected this 
month by the Automobile 
Club of Southern California. 

Located about 20 miles 
southeast of Palmdale, via 
State Route 138 and County 
Road N6, the park is 
situated in the Angeles 
National Forest where the 
San Gabriel Mountains 
meet the Mojave Desert 
plateau. The county facility 
is operated by the Los 
Angeles County Parks and 
Recreation Department. 


James W. Norton, the 
Auto Club’s travel research 
supervisor, said the park’s 
main feature is Devil’s 
Punchbowl, a 300 - foot - 
deep natural amphitheater 
created by the wrenching 
and folding action of two 
major faults, the San Jacin- 
to and the San Andreas. 
Within this ‘‘am- 
phitheater,’’ eroded 
slabs of sandstone thrust 
upward in overlapping 
rows. At their base, a clear, 
cold stream flows through 
stands of cottonwoods and 
alders that turn a brilliant 
gold in the fall. 


‘‘A mile - long loop trail, . 


leading from the visitor 
parking area, drops to the 
stream’’ Norton said, ‘‘and 
then climbs back via 
several switchbacks. Along 
this trail can be seen a par- 


ticularly interesting variety 
of plant and animal life as 
both desert and mountain 
regions are represented in 
the area.” 
ty Park is open 8:30 a.m. to 
5 p.m. daily. Fall and spring 
are the most pleasant times 
to visit — summers are 
desert hot while winter 
often brings snow and ice 
because of the park’s 4,700 - 
foot elevation. A picnic area 
is located among pinon 
pines near the edge of the 
canyon,
